EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

evaluating data in the first data set to establish the at least one threshold value so 
as to provide a tree map visualization having the predefined minimum bounding 
box area." 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach the specific combination of a threshold value of data 
so as to provide a minimum bounding box area that is greater than a minimum area that 
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can be displayed by the display device by evaluating a data set to find the threshold 
value to generate the tree map visualization. While prior art tree-map visualization 
structures provide some level of control over the size of the bounding boxes, none of 
them allowed effective control of the minimum size in an automatic manner, and none of 
them provided the idea of a threshold value in combination with evaluating the data set 
to obtain it. The prior art does teach filtering a first tree map to generate a second tree 
map with less data, but as stated above, the combination of the threshold and 
limitations on the bounding box are novel.
